S.R.O. 35S. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
recruitment to Class II (Gazetted) non-ministerial post of Librarian (Grade I) 
in the National Defence College (Ministry of Defence), namely: — 

1. 8hwrt title.— Th^se rules may be called Ministry of Defence, National 

Defence College [Class II (Gazetted) non-ministerial] recruitment 
Rules, 1081. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruitment to the post specified 

in column 1 of the Schedule to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, classifica- 

tion and scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
' 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.— The method 

of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
thereyrithtfitall be as specified in columns 5 to 12 of the said Schedule. 

Provided the upper age limit, specified for direct recruitment, may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes or displaced persons and other special categories in 
accordance with the general orders issued from time to time by the 
Government of India, 

5. Disqualifications. — No male candidate, who has more than one wife living, 

and no female candidate, who has married a person having already 
a wife living, shall be eligible for appointment to the post: 

Provided that the Government of India, may, if it is satisfied that there 
exist special grounds for doing so, exempt any such candidate from 
the operation of this rule.

Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Clas3 II) Rules, 1961, which the

2. In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 
1951, for sub-rule (a) of rule 5, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(a) Recruitment to the Class I cadre of the Service shall be made partly 
by direct recruitment and partly by promotion, 60 per cent of the 
vacancies which aroso- up to the 16th February, 1964 in Grade II of 
Class I shall, as nearly as may be, be filled by direct recruitment 
through open competition on the result of examination, and the 
remaining 50 per cent of the vacancies shall be filled by promotion 
from the Class II Cadre. For the period ending with the 16th 
February, 1963, the percentages of direct recruitment and promotion 
shall be 66-2/3 per cent and 33-1/3 per cent respectively. 

Appointments to Grade I of Class I and administrative posts shall be by 
promotion, provided that the Government may appoint officers of All 
India Service to the post of Director of Military Lands and Canton- 
mentB,”
